The Road Tax Repeal- 
It liaa been hooh how tho propoaal 
to rid the country of that most iiioqiii- 
table and unpopular tux was treiited 
by the poophi's ropresentativos on 
Thursday. That thero wore in tho 
House some who wouhl be preparecl*to 

f continue a alavish support to tho Gov- 
ernmout, regardless of the publi* iu- 
terdst and the veil-understood and 
f^niphutically oxprcBsed wishes of their 
constituentH wo vero quite piepared 
to believe; but we confess wo did. not 
expect to find so many in that predica- 
ment. ' If there ia one thing more than 
another respecting which the vordictof 
popular opinion has been emphatically 
rendered it is, perhaps, this tux. This 
is more especially true of tho I^Iain 
laud, where the tax is newer and falls 
more heavily. It will not be thought 
necessary to enter into a discussion of 
tho principal grounds of objection, 
nor to trace the history of the impost 
in order to show how it has gradually 
chanf^ed from a voluntary orpormissive 
measure for specilic purposes to an 
aibitrary and oppressive one, for to 
do that would be simply to repeat our- 
Bclvos. Wo may be ijcrniitted, how- 
ever, to advert to tho cowiirdly at- 
tempt of the Government to evade the 
real issue by urging the Speaker to 
rule the Bill out of order, and the Bubiie- 
qiient attempt to oscapu the odium of oj)- 
posing tbe abolition of tho-tax by delaviii},' 
tlie mt'ttsuro until tlio littimatea were bu- 
ior« the HouHO. It ia hni'iliy nocL'b.siiry 
1o remind tho reader that 'when tlia liill 
in quevtion wa^ inlroduced the quoatiou 

' as to whetherii'wMS in order for a }>rivate 
member of tho House to introduce it was 
raised, and ■ that, on that occasion, the 
Attorney-General g»vo it as his opinion 
that it waa perfectly competent for a pii- 
vuto member to bring iuunieiisuro for re- 
ducing or abolishing taxation, and Mr. 
Speaker ruled th&t the Bill was in order. 
lUnder these oiroamBtanoes, it was cer- 
tainly a most extraordinary course for tho 
Government to pursue to meet tho Bill 
on its secuud reutling with siich iiu ol)jei;- 
tion and urge tho Speaker to rule in di- 
leot opposition to his former ruling on 
the same measuro as woll as against tiie 
opinion expressed by the leader of the 
Government. But, as has been seen, this 
coutemijti lo trick not only ignominious- 
ly faded, but the Govornuiont mot witli a 
well-deserved rebulco at tli* hands of tho 
House upon on appeal frointlio Speaker's 

.■decision. The diaiugenuousness of the 
flnggestion thrown out by certain mem- 
bers, and eagerly aceoptoJ by tho Gov- 
ernment, ri> that tho mea.sure should bo 
laid over until such time as the Estimates 
sbull bo bisforo th>s HmiHC, must readdy 
occur to tliu reader's rellectiou. The 
gravaman of -the opposition oll'ered by the 
Moitip.%er;)mf!nt was the embarrassment such 
a step would occasion at the time the Es- 
timates were being fr.-Mnod ; but any one 
must perceive that the earlier Iho step ii 
taken tlio less embarrassment woukl b(! 
occasioned, that every day's delay nuist 
increase that embarrussment; and that, 
once the Estimates are completed and 
B^bmjltG|d to t{ie HoQse the steps would 
bedome extremely embarrassing indeed, 
iuosiouch as it would involve the resigna- 
tion of the Ministry. It will, ihfrcfure, 
readily be seen how hypocritical must be 
the professions of those members who 
would ask their constituents to believe 
that they only wuuteil a reasonable delay, 
and tbatjdiad' delay been granted, thoy 
might"1iSvel been i)repi»r(!d to vote differ- 
ently. Tho people will have no difficulty 
whatever in seeiiif,' through this thin veiJ, 
and wo again ask them to mark Koll the 
votps oast by theit representatives upon 
thirf bccasion, more especially those mem- 
bers reproseDtiug Districts on the Main- 
land, where' this grievance is most keenly 
felt. '-' ^

Considerable interest is excited and no 
littlo diversity- of opinion exists as to tliu 
laws which must govern I'edor.al idections 
about to bo held in this Province. Wo 
beliovo all doubt upon tiio r.ubjoct will be 
set at rest by reference to an Act uassed 
^bj the Dominion Parliament in May lust, 
and entitled ''Ah Act to make lenipfirary 
provision for tho election of mondiern to 
serve in the Honse of Commons." This 
Act, it is i)rovided, shall bo in foifo din- 
ing one year from the time of tlie jnissinj,' 
thereof, 'and from thonco uotil the eiul uf 
the then next aessioa of Parliament, and 
no longer. Section 12 of this Act reads, 
as follows: 

In the Province of Manitoba, and in

District in either of the said rrovinoei, 
rolutiv.) ti) tho following matters . or any 
of them, namely, tho (pialiflcations or dia- 
qualitic;ati()i)s of pers(<ns to be elected or 
to sit or volo us Members of tlio l."gi;;la- 
' . tiye Assembly of ManUoba or of the Ln- 
'"'^"altttive .CotfiioU of British Columbia, (as 
the case may-be) , th©».oat'.is to be tulion 
by voters, tho powers and duties of Ko- 
tarniu;; onitiers, the proceedings at elec- 
tions, tho trial of controverted elections 
and proceedings incident thereto, the va- 
cating tho seala of lueiubers, and the is- 
sue and execntioii of new writs ill ease df 
■tSeats vacoted otherwise than by dissolu- 
Mion, Hhall apply respectively to eloiitions 
of membors to servo in tlie lloiiso of 
Commons for tho same Province. 

From tlio foie;i(iiug it will bo seen that 
tho (doclions about tt) tako place in this 
.Province will como nmler the Hallot Act 
passed last session by tho Provincial Lo- 
gislaturet

would grow to bo a very gieat evil would 
be ohecked; and in any event Govern- 
mecb ought to be prepared to briug for- 
ward a' tax on the timber. As it was now 
the farmer, the workingman and tbe mer- 
chant wero injured. 

^[r, Booth aocondod. 

Mr, Eoaven snid that the report con- 
ttined all tha inforraatioa the hon. gen- 
tleman asked for; it was, therefore, ab- 
Btird to push this resolution. What was 
thausaof putting returns twice before 
the House? If the hon. gentleman 
would amend bis resolution so as to ask 
for further information ho (Mr. Beavou)

Mr. Hughes considered some of the

To the Right Reverend Geo. Hills, D. D. 

Mr Deau Bisiior Hills. — I should not 
have chosen this public mode of stating my 
sentimonts witli regard to the movements 
just com4aencod under your direction for 
organizing a Diocesan Synod, had time 
bflflii allowed mo to bo prepared for tho 
meeting on Mouiluv last. 1 did not receive 
your letter till Fridav, and even if it had 
reached nio ni its date, the Tuesday jirs- 
coding, [ could not have been reaily, the 
time chosen for tliis importaut rnovoinent 
being , as you are very well aware, the 
busiest time of the year for most clergy- 
men. At the same time, knowing that 
you hft^e uo objection to thiw mode of de- 
livering a protestation, lam glad toadopt 
it as ft means of in.ikiug known to youi-- 
self, my brethren, and niy people, both 
the reasons of my abseueo from the lueet- 
ingitt question, and, to some extent, my 
sentiments on its object. 

And, lirst, I fool that the proper inode 
of proceeding in a luovoiueut, where not 
more id«a8, Ijut interests and coiuicieiicos 
were concerned, was to havoinndo known 
to tbe clergy aud tlioir congregations the 
matters of which it was proposed that the 
Synod should take cognizance, as well as 
tho constitution of the Synod itself, in 
order that they might frr>ely and deliber- 
ately consider how far it luiglil be safe to 
bo bound by its decisions. . Not to seek 
suoh aasaranoe before throwing myself 
into the movement would havo been, I 
feel, on my part at least, not only unwise, 
but a ciiliiablo disregard of the most sa- 
cred intoiosts and oljligations. 

Besides T.liic.h, there are matters on 
which I, for one, could not consent to be 
bound by a body oonalitutod as you pro- 
soribe; as for instapoe, in the oreotion of 
a tribunal of idisoiplinb. I have been 
struck in reading the history of Syopdical 
moTomonts iu a sister province witU .the 
suppressed but resolute oagorness of tho 
Bishops to get hold of the whip overtiieir 
brethren, 

There are other matters on this point 
wbiob I will not now advert to; -but I, 
trust I shall not bo deemed personal if I 

state that my rarlicnl objection ton Synod 
oonstitutod as proposed, is tho nature of 
the .inthority of tho Episoopato. As the 
Bishop must needs be, gnot a President, 
but an eiUtIo in that body, it is impora- 
tiro that I state my views with plaiuness. 
On this subject I entirely dissent from 
the views of ArcUdeaoou Gilson, pub- 



lished with your approval; I presume un- 
'dfer your direction; sentiments by 'so 
mucQ tho more dangerous as tho charac- 
ter of tliat Divine was deservedly lieLl in 
such high esteem amongst us; who, in as- 
cribing to the Bishop a divinoconimission 
with a divinely conferred right of ruling 
the Church, loaves vast numbers of our 
follow jirotestuuts without a Ministry 
and without a Church. With thesesenti- 
ments your own statcmontf as to the au- 
thority of a Bishop over tho clergy fully 
harinoniso; being to tho eirectthal such is 
his domestio authority over them that it 
is independent of tho ordinary forms of 
justice; that ho can, without evidence, 
trial, or law, even deprive them of their 
cure, that is, their offloe and living; from 
whichit would appear that no clergyman's 
name or subsistonco can bodecmed socure 
e.\.ce[)t tlirough the Bishoji's cleinoncy or 
diacretuni. 'i'beso assuiui)tions, moreover, 
rest in groat i)art on old law.s, customs, 
traditions, and such like, so that no one 
who doos not possess a largo library of 
this oomplexioo,with leiaurn to consult it, 
can bo in the least aware how he stands; 
and so far as any certainty of knowing 
what is the law is onccrned, it is a stan- 
dard which can ho compared to nothing 
sj properly as tho Roman Catholic Rule 
of Faith. 

It is tho dread lest I should givo oven 
an implied assent to so tremendous an 
authority, that hos made me hesitate to 

join the movonioiit for a Synod. 

When (Hie knows, not only l.)y words 
but iloeils, of the sword which, 
according to this view, is always 
hanging over i pastor's hea<l, the very 
shadow of a bishop may well strike one 
with dread. I no longer wonder when I 
look back to the cradle of dissent. A 
ministry carriedon under, or by tliesido of 
such a power, becomes a ministry of hor- 
ror and avoisiuii.i-.ither lliau of iuve. Tiiia 
is not irony but truth , which latter as 
tho strongest evidence of my siiii;erity iu 
not joining the Synoil. A good cou- 
sciouco ( I trust) , and a higher nnino, 
unil tho wonl of ii utli coiituiniUH mi BUih thiui!!, 
rubtoru my couflilenci!, buiI ilihpuriiu luy fcur». But i 
may, I trust, lusocvutly expteen the hope tbiit /tvou a 
Hjiiod, wita such blood S8 wu have amuugst ns, muy 
an more than ArL-liil»ucnii Uiliuu allows it to :>(; coiii- 
IHtiiiit to do; anil tliut it wijl not only limit, biit cor- 
rct:t tltiSHUtlioniy.
